English Expenditures,

A London journal notices the certainly strik-
Ing fact that duﬂnr the ten years of almost un-
broken peace end "11? with March last, the ex-

nditores of the English Govesmnment have
n greater than daring the previous deoads,
which Ineluded the terrible Orimean stroggle.
The aggregate of the expendiiures for the first
ten years was $3.077,074.720; for the seocond
ten Jeara $5,180,15,174; excess of the latter,
$208,i40,456. The paper adds:—"It will be
seen that wo have nevergot rid of Crimean ex-
travagance, the average annual expendliure of
the len years endl&. 1867 having been m.om
while Mr. Hume, Mr, Cobden, and other s

Two Men Hilled and a Third Fatally
Injured om the Poanmsylvania HRaill-
road — Man Killed on the Allogheny
Valley Rallroad — Another Killed at
Brinton Btation — Man Drowned nt
Sharpsburg,

From the Pilsburg Chronicle of last evening.

A frightful aoccldent cecurred this morning
on the sylvanis Rallroad, between Home-

The Secretary authorizes the statement that
the whole parport of the foregolng paragraph
in erroneouss and not founded upon aultmufln
information, The currency funds are not
“short.”
